THE SANITARY BOARD. . 
ig 
The following Is a continuation of the report 
ct the meeting of the Sanitary Board held 
yesterday afternoon :— Ns 
THE BUSINESS OF THE BOARD, ; 
Mr, Francis, pursuant to notice, moved that 
the meetings of the Board, hitherto held fort- 
nightly, should fn the fature, antl further resolu- 
tlon of the Board, be held every week. He 
thought that this motlon was called for by the 
very heavy amount of work which they had 
lately been called upon at thelr fortuightly meet. 
ings to do, and by the very serfous and compll- 
cated questions which the Board was bound to 
have to consider at an early date. Daring the 
past four months they, bud, seen and learnt so 
much sbout the tack of sanitation in the colony 
that the time bed clearly come to bestir 
themselves, The first thing which demanded 
Immediate attention was the constitution and 
organisation of the Board Itself, Theycertainly 
required two separate cfficers'to fill the posts of 
Sanitary Super 


Sanitary Board, Jt was secessary, that the 


‘Sanltary Superintendent should actually look 


after all the work done by the staff of the depart- 
ment, while.the Secretary should attend to the 
purely clerical work, It was also highly deair- 
able that they should have ao Independent 
Sanitary Surveyor who would have no other daty 
but to do the work of the Board, especially if the 
Board undertook to carry out all the private 
Numerous 
applications by householders had been made in 
the past, but the Board: ‘had had to refuse them 
because they had not the men or the means to 
undertake the reaponslbiifty, An Independent 
medical officer, whose services should be exctu- 
sively at the Board's command, was also a 
necessity, Among the many questions deserving 
and awaiting consideration was the question of 
transferring the control of the water supply 
from the Public Works Department to the 
Sanitary Board, ‘The Government was Inclined 
to throw on the Board the entire responsability 
for all sanitary matters In the Colooy—the Board 
never wished to shirk {l—and the first essential 
of sanitation was an abundact aod regular 
water supply, It had been sald that the 
Board might bave had entire contro! of the 
water supply but for the objections ralaed by 
himself; av a matter of fact, however, he 
bad only objected when the works were at an 
Incomplete stage, because the Board bad no 
means to complete them, but he bad always 
sald and thought that the moment the work was 
fiolebed, it should be handed over to the Board 
to regulate and control. It had been suggested 
that the waterworks property might 

vested in the Board and the revenue from 
water turned over to the Board to bo applied to 
the sanltary service of the Colony, That had 
been discussed when Mr. Chadwick was here, 
and it was worth discussing again now, 
Moreover; the Board. must now thoroughly 
thrash out the question whether: the public 
sewers in the streets should be under tho 
control of the Public Works Dapartment, 
while the Board was responsible for houge 
dralns on private property. - The Board had 
been told severa! times recently that it had 
refused {te responsibilities and was unwilling to 
take chsrze of the drains, aod had ‘not exercised 
the powers which it vossessed, and had never 
complained of want of powers, All be could say 
was that years ago he and other members of the 
Board had gone thoroughly foto the question 
with Governor Des Vocux, and the. matter 


wae folly discussed then, After a number of 


fnterviews with the Chief Justice and Mr. 
Fleming the Cplontat Secretary, and others, 
the Governor gave his assent to = very 
considerable modification of the Ordinance, 
which would baye put the Pablic Works 
Depsstment, ao far as public drains were 
concerned, in the same poaltion as -private 
owners, so that in cases of nolsance caused b:

THE INTER-COLONIAL 
CONFERENCE. 


ae AS 
\ It may be safely asserted that no more 
Important assembly than. the Inter-Colontal 
Conference, which was recently closed at Ottawa, 
bas been held in any part of the British Empire 
for = great sumber of years, in the first place 
there came to this meeting delegates from 
all the corners of the earth, testifying by thelr 

exance to the unity and solidity of the seml- 
Independent colonies, In former times no 
{important assembly connected with the, vital 
Interests of any vart of the Emptre could be 
held anywhere ‘but {n London; bet on this 
occasion the most convenient, because the most 
Central, rallying paint was the nominal cxpltal 
of the Domtnlon of Canada.. Another feature of 
the assembly, and one which sheuld pecially 
Interest residents of Crown colonies, was the 
tigolficance which It altached to purely Colonial 
opinion. Hitherto Imperial officlaldom has toa 
very great extent moulded Colonial policy and 
atrictly teguinted the relations of the ‘semi- 
{odependent Colontes to each other, to the Mother 
Country, andto forelgn states. At last, however, 
we find the Colontes asserting themselves, and, 
{nstead of waiting forthe Secretary of State to 
direct their ways, thelrhenchmen meet {n solemn 
conclave of thelr own accord and, according to 
the ‘reports of the Proceedings, aeree'to notify to 
that: mischievous functlonary what they want 
done. In other words, Greater Britain hae {n. 
the year 1894 been found asking In no ancertain 
manner for new-franchises with a view to adjust- 
{og the ties of union and make then less ealling 
and therefore more endaring than before, The 
tangible resulta of the Ottawa Conference must,: 
ofcourse, be awalted for some time yet, but from 
what we can gather of the declstons arrived at {t 
Appears that the members have dealt io 
athoroughly practicel manner with the Important 
Commercial question set down for discassion in {ts 
three-fold Aspect, It !sknawn, however, that the 
Conference has called upon'the Mother Country 
to assist in the survey of the routs of the projected 
Pacific and all-Brittsh cable; it has declared in 
favourof the Pacific steamship service; and It 
‘bas asked for the remeval of all obstructions, 
whetherthey be leplslative or diptomatle, to 
preferential inter-colonial trading, The question 
of preferential trading cannot, of course, be settled 
without Imperial action, for treaties withthe Great 
Powers and Belguim stard in the way and con- 
stittional defects in Austealla also ralse barriers 
which ét will be difficult to get over ; but all can, 
we doubt not, be accomplished beforetheColontes 
ara many yearsolders. Thero are really only two 
issues Involved In this preferential proposition—- 
one the destrability of giving preferences, the 
other theright to give preferences. The Imperial 
authoritles dispute the desirabllity and therefore 
withhold the right. The semi-independent 
colonies declare they understand thelr own 
business thoroughly and that whatever. the 
Imperial authorlties may think on the polot of 
dealrability, they are entitled to the right, 
Presumably the Mother Country will not much 
longer deny the colonies the Inhrrent cleims so 
reasonably and justly demanded! If she does there 
will yet bea remedy left—the f-deration of all 
semt-ndependent colonies with a Federal Council 
whose Premler will be empowered by the penple’s 
representatives to settle the questions at [sue 
with the autocrats of Dawning Street $ peaceably 
Mf posstble, but settle them { But whatever the 
Practical results of the Ottawa Conference its 
{nflaence on the colontes represented and upon 
all the Over-governed and greatly over-taxed 
Crown Colontesshoutd bedistinctly advantageous, 
And as far ay the Far Eastern’ Crown 
colonies are concerned the example set by the 
semi-Independent and self-governing appanages 
of the Empire, in uoiting and.sbow!ng « bold and 
united front to Imperial arrogance and obstinacy, 
Should not be unheeted, but, on the contrary, 
should stimulate those who are looked up to as 
‘* yepresentative men” td imitate the-Australlay, 
South Afeican and Canadian statesmen whore 
deliberatlons will carry far more welght 
with the Imperial authorities than all the 
cries . that. hdve gone up from the dis- 
totegrated fregments of Greater Britain for 
countless years past. Unity is strength " and 
it is, in great measure, due to the lack of unity 
of purpote—the lack of standing together In one 
solld and Inviocible phalaox—that most of our 
ills are due. Surely, we've bad more than 
enongh of, Downing Street and Exeter Hall 
dictation to fusthfy without. farther delay our 
tetting about the formation of a pelley which 
will, {f pursued consiatently, result in at least a 
falr mensure of loca! self government being 
meted out to the ratepayers {n Crown colonies.

invested almost all his earnings in the colonies, 
would very seldom have occasion to avail them- 
selves of the proffered so-called advantages of 
the concession, ; ; 

Commenting on the subject in a recent 
Issue, the Toronto Weekly Mail concludes 
a lengthy examinatlon of the new measure 
with the followiog :—" There 1s a much jarger 
amount of personal property in the colonies. 
belonging to capitalists resident in Britain: 
than there fs of. personal property In Fneland 
belonging to pessons resident in Canada, 
Such of the colonies as do not now Impose a 
‘succession duty on the Investments within thelr. 
borders of British capitalists wiil be moved to 
do so, as there is to be such an Impertal duty in

ferential effect in favour of the colonles, as the 
reciprocal arrangement for the exemption: of 
estates from one of the two possible death dutles 
is not to be extended to the United States, or 
any ather forelgn countries,” 

All things being equal, it ia posaibte, of course, 
that the tendency of the new tax will be to mak 
British capitalists prefer a colonial to a foreign 
loan, and shonld in some degree tend to’ 
strengthen the tles which the promoters of the 
Colontal Conterence, recently beld In Ottawa, 
doubtless Intended should biod the semi- 
independent colonies together and thereby 
enable them to assert themselves In the near 
future, Hitherto Dowalng Street has, as ts well 
known, formalated colonia! policy aud regulated 
the relation of the colonies to each other, to the 
Mother Country andforeign countries, Soontbere 
will, it 1s to be hoped, be a Greater Britain, 
Greater Liberty and Greatey: Harmony. Glven 
these in the ‘near future the meddiesomeness, 
and galling dictatlon of the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies will have to be greatly 
modified, if not altogether abandoned ay far as 
the larger colonies ate concerned, for it goes 
without saying that the treatment of dls- 
intéprated fragments ‘le altogether different, 
for obvious reasons, from the manner in which 
huge concrete masses have to be dealt with, 
“A stitch In tlme saves nine,” and ff the 
Tmperlal authorities will only take the stitch {o 
tlme in respect to the Crown and other colonies, 
& vast amount of unnecessary trouble will doubt- 
tess be avoided in the long. ran,

The New York Herald prints thy following

“In order to trace the hlate’ y of America’s 
telations with Korea and the general opening ap 
of the country to the Influence ‘of Western clviliza- 
ton, it {8 necensary to go ba¢ k to the year 3866, 
At that time Korea wag the ‘ Hermit Kingdom ” 
in more than same, The present King bad 
ascended the throne « couy le.of years before, but 
belng a mere boy, the Ge ernment was wholly 
fa the bands of bis rege ot. father, who was 
bitter hater both of fortigrers apd of change. 
Some, French missionar) es, who had braved the 
law of the country and Poldly advanced into the 
native cities, were hot¢Ihly massacred in 1°66, 
and @ French expedition, sent to chastie the 
Koreans qrgetried the Seoul River and attacked 
several fortn, but lost heavily, and the expedition 
sailed avesy without having accomplished the end 
almed ft and having: left the Korean soldiera 
with ihe inpriasbe that the foreigner could not 
fight andribet the Korean was fovincible. - 

To the seme year an American schooner, the 
General Sherwean, cbs):tered by a Britlsh trader, 
safled for Ching on an experimental voyage oF 
teade and discovery, — The vecee] entered the 
Ta-tong River, and never returned.

Fortunately the order to fire had been given « 
few seconds Inte; the American vessels were 
already out of the line of fire, and as the guns of 
the natives were fastened on logs they could not 
be manipulated and were of no farther use, The 
answering fire from the gunboate and launches 
soon clesred the fort of its defenders, and a 
-week later a punitl ¢ expedition was landed in 
order to teach the Koreans a@ neceasary lesson, 
The force, composed of 650 men, was led by 
Commander L A. Kimberley, the Adjotant- 
General being Lieutenant-Commander.W, Scott 
Schley, wha was sfierward to win fame as the 
yencuer of Lleutenant Greely. : 

‘The first battery, which was attacked anex- 
rpevtedly Inthe ear, was taken without difficulty 5 
the works were completely demollahed and the 
cannon rolled Into the rivers Qo tha following 
day the next fort—" Fort Monocacy,” as It was 
christened—was cleared by shelle from the 
Monocacy's guos and was then dismantled by 
the landed troops. An advance was next made 
upon the citadel or princtpal fort, which was 
perched on the crest of a rocky hill. The 
Koreans were hoveri-g beyond the reach of our 
guns in vastly superloe numbers, and were 
evidently waiting fof an opportanity to crash the 
Hiltle Anterican army ax soon as {ft had entered 

- the ravine lying below the fort, : 

To defeat these tacttes five howilzers and two 
compantes of infantry were posted ag a rear 
guard onrist.g ground, while the mafia body 
moved forward to storm the citadel. The 
Koreans attacked the howitzer fo large numbers, 
but the excellent practice made by the American 
gunners under Master A. V. Willlame scattered 
them effectually and prevented any large body of 
them from getting in close quarters with our men, 

Presently, at a signal previously sgretd upon, 
the firlng from the Monocacy ceased, and: amid 
a-hall of bullets from the enemy our.men sprang 
up the steep incline to attack the citadel. They 
swarmed over the ramparts or the breaches and 
in a twinkling were at close quarters with the 
defending garrlson. The Koreans fooght stub- 
bornly tathe last without asking for quarter, and. 
were wllofthem slain. After that tbe remalning 
subtldiary forts were soon captured and fifty 
flavs and q8e pieces of artillery fell into the 
hands ‘of the conquerors, The citadel was 
named Fort McKee in honor of the gallant young 
officer who was the first over the parapet, : 

The defeat of 1871 probably rendered the 
Korecns more ready to fret peaceably with 
foreigners than they were before. In any care 
the hourfo: cpening upthe country was at band, 
The process brexn in 1876, when m treaty was 
tonde with Javan, A pacty of Japanese aallors, 
while Jancing for water on Kengwa Island, were 
mistaken jor Americans of Frenchmen and were 
fired upon by a reighbaring fort. Japao saw 
her opporturty, aud ber fl-et demanded as an 
indemulty that cert in privileges In trade should 
be praned ter. This was the first step toward 
the onening of the country to foreign Intercourse, 
The K rean-Tapanese treaty of 876—the first 
ventered Inia by the Koreans—was concluded on 
the basls of free trade, on'y,a small amount of 
ton" 2ge dues on shipping being payable, Ina 
subsequent convention tn 1877 Japan was granted 
the privilege of epentny three comllng stations 
on the cost ; in 379 the harbor of Geosan, and 
later Chemulpo, were thrown open to Japancse 

-commeice, all other nations being excluded: 
from the henefils gronted to Japan, In the 
meintine, bina, which has flways regarded 
Kora acn dependency sf her empire, began to 
grow jr Inus of the increasing i: fluence of 
Japan and to counteract thls hold of her 
nveter’e enemy encoaraged.

. ADMIRAL SCHUFILDT INTERVIEWED, 

An Irieesting sceount of the circumstances 
attending the conclusixn of the American treaty 
has been piven. by Rear-Admiral Shufeldt, an 
account, moreover, which throws an lmportsnt 
Hght uoon the "General Sherman” offal, The 
Rear-Admiral's narrative is as follows:— . 

_“Thadbeea in Korea some years before to, 
settle the trouble in regard to the massacre of the 
troops of our ship General Sherman, acd bad 
written a letter to the King asking ag explana- 
ton of the matter, I was told that] must walt 
twenty days ‘or my answer, It was then late in 
the sutumn, and I feared to be frozen up with 
few provistons in ih{s out of the way and un- 
travelled {and, J had to set sall without bearing 
a word fromthe King. .Upon my arrival tn 
America I received orders for a spree, eate 
cruls¢, and immediately Irft the.

To. the .mcantime the King of 
Kren had answered my letter, and, finding that 
Thad gone, he sent the measage overland to our 
Miblate: at Peking. From there tt was forwarded 
to the United States without belng. opened, end 
{t wos several years before I recelved it, It was 
full of frlendstip from the King toward the 
Amerleans, ard ft explalned the killing of the 
crew of the General Sherman In auch o way 
as to show that the King was not to blame, 

(Tn that letter lay the seeds which grew into 
the Korean treaty, and the country would have 
een opened sooner had the lettar been addressed: 
fo the diplomatic agents of the United States and 
-not to me in my private capacity, It would bave 
thus been opened by our Mintster at Poking, and 
Korea might bave been ten years further 
advanced (n Its acquaintance with the world of 
to-day,. Av it wae the letter caused my appoint. 
ment as the diplomatic agent forthe bringing 
about ofthetreaty, I was sent by the Secretary 
of State to Peking with the rank of naval attaché 
of the Jegation thereand with full powers to 
negotiate with Korea, : 

"Y bore at thin time In my pocket, though 50 
one knew it, a commission from the President of 
the United States appointing me Minister to 
Kores, and TI found upon landing {0 the 
country that the people and the Kiog bad not 
forgotten my lelter of nearly ten years before. 
The treaty was stgned near Chemulpo and our 
ships fied a salute at the tlme fo nse to @ 
signal which I waved from the shore, An 
‘Amerlcan cottege now stands on the spot where 
the treaty ‘wae signed, and It fs the residence of 
Mr, Schoonicke, the German who acts there as 
the Chinese Commissioner of Customs, ; 

“The Americans also opened Japan.” Admiral
